Flames swept through a five-story 
apartment and rooming house here 
today, sending fire from basement 
to roof as if it wcie a huge brick 
furnace and leaving 13 dead and 
21 in hospitals while firemen worked 
through smoking enibers in search 
of eight persons still missing. 


The fire started in the basement 


and swept upward so quickly that 
dozens of tenants, many of them 
aged and infirm, were trapped on 
the top floors of the structure, Mel- 
vin Hall, in the center of the city. 


Firemen found many clinging to 


high ledges as flames enveloped the 
building. Others had jumped and 
lay moaning and screaming on the 
ground.

Washington, Jan. 20 (AP)—The War department said today American 


bombers sank a Japanese cruiser and scored direct hits on a tanker, leaving the 
latter in flames 100 miles off Jolo in the southern Philippines. 


Three enemy airplanes' were shot clown as the Japanese renewed their at- 


tack on General Douglas MacArthnr's forces on Batan peninsula on the island 
of Luzon, the department's communique also said. 


AI the ,same time, the first indication for many days that the Japanese were still 


opposed by America)) forces on the island of Mindanao came in a report from MacArthur 
that .sharp lighting was in progress between Philippine troops and a Japanese force about 
'J5 miles north of Davao. which is on the southern end of Mindanao. 


The attack on the Japanese cruiser and tanker was carried out by six Army bombers. 
Jolo, an island of the Sulu group, lies between Mindanao and north Borneo. 
Word of the successful bomber attack on a Japanese cruiser was received as depth-

HORNSBY IS 


ELECTED TO 
HALL OF FAME

New York, Jan. 20 (AP)—The 


fabulous baseball career of Rogers 
Horasby, the greatest righthanded 
hitter of all time, carried him into 
the hall of fame today. 


The "Rajah," who performed for 


five different clubs and managed 
four of them in a 23-year span in 
the majors, who batted over .400 in 
three seasons and twice was named 
the most valuable player in the 
National League, who earned per- 
haps half a million dollars from 
baseball and lost most of it, received 
182 votes out of 233 cast by baseball 
writers. 


As a result a bronze plaque, bear- 


ing his dimple-cheeked likeness, will 
soon be placed alongside those of 
baseball's other 
immortals—Cofab, 


Wagner, Ruth, Matthewson and the 
rest—in the little shrine at Coopers- 
town, New York. 


Started With Cardinals 


Hornsby, who will be 46 in April, 


now is the general manager and 
bench pilot of Fort Worth in the 
Texas League. He is a jovial, grey- 
haired minor league executive. But 
in days that a vast majority of the 
baseball fans can still remember he 
was a bright comet sHooting an 
unpredictable course across sport's 
horizon. 


He broKe into the National League 


with the St. Louis Cardinals in 1915 
as a shortstop. Later he played 
every position in the infield, tried 
the outfield, and moved to the New 
York Giants, to the Boston Braves, 
to the Chicago Cubs, to the Cardi- 
nals again and finally to the St. 
Louis Browns. He managed the 
Cards, Braves, Cubs and Browns, 
reaching a salary peak of $40,000 a 
year with the Cubs.. 


He led the National League in 


batting for seven years, six of them 
in succession for the Cardinals 
from 1920 to 25, inclusive. 
He 


batted .401 in 1922, in 1924 reached 
.424, 
the modern record for both 


major leagues, and in 1925 followed 
up with .403. 


He also led the league in 1928 


with ,387 for the Braves' and was 
\oted the most valuable player in 
1925 with the Cards and 1929 while 
with the Cubs.

Production Management has pro- 
posed 400,000.000 pounds be consum- 
ed for civilian clothes, a figure 
slightly more than half of the 1941 
consumption,

EXPERT THINKS 
BLACKOUTS MAY 
DELAY OUTPUT 


Pittsburgh, Jan. 20 (AP)—A light- 


ing expert expressed belief today 
that complete, prolonged blackouts 
of American cities would cause more 
damage and hinder the nation's war 
effort more than enemy bombing. 


"This nation is one that lives, 


drives and works more after dark 
than any other in the world—com- 
plete blackouts would paralyze our 
production and shipments of war 
goods," said S. G. Hibben, director 
of applied lighting for Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing com- 
pany, in an interview. 


"That is something Hitler's bomb- 


ers at present couldn't accomplish," 
he added. 


Total Blackout Not Easy 


"Furthermore," he said, "a total 


blackout is not easy* to obtain. It 
took London two years and we have 
denser traffic than London. We also 
have large expanses of suburban 
and rural areas which will not re- 
ceive warnings in time to turn out 
lights. These areas would serve as 
beacons." 


An advocate of the "dim out," or 


lackout limited to actual air 


and alerts, Hibben said even a 


complete blackout would not provide 
immunity because an enemy bomber 
could locate targets through certain 
topographical features such as rivers. 


"I would prefer a fully lighted city, 


defended by adequate planes and 
anti-aircraft guns, to a city depend- 
ing upon a blackout for defense," he 
said, adding that in southern Eng- 
land blackout accidents caused more 
casualties than bombs. - 


Urges Use of Common Sense 


Kibben said he considered Wash- 


ington and New York the most 
vulnerable cities for terroristic raids 
but tliat the Panama canal probably 
would be the prime objective of any 
enemy bombing.

Rio de Janeiro, Jan. 20 (AP)— 


German and Italian attempts to tor- 
pedo the Pan American conference 
by thinly-veiled threats aimed at 
the South American nations ap- 
peared to have backfired today and 
conference leaders moved for a swift 
showdown on the proposed declara- 
tion of a solid front against the 
Axis. 


The decision of a sub-committee 


to submit the anti-Axis declaration 
to a plenary session Thursday sharp- 
ly intensified pressure on an Argen- 
tine delegation whose reluctance 
to make any commitments ' has 
promised to be the major obstacle 
to unanimous action. 


Faced with the evidence that the 


conference was prepared to act re- 
gardless of its attitude, the Argen- 
tine group was reported to have 
asked for another 24 hours to make 
up its mind. 


German, Italian Threats 


The determination to seek a show- 


down followed swiftly the disclosure 
that German and Italian diplomats 
had orally warned Brazilian Foreign 
Minister 
Oswaldo 
Aranha that' 


should Brazil sever relations with 
the Axis their governments would 
regard it as "a most unfriendly act." 


The threat .apparently part of a 


widespread Axis attempt to sabotage 
the conference, was cloaked in dip- 
lomatic phraseology. 
An excellent 


source, however, declared it had, 
aroused President Getulio Vargas 
of Brazil to make the grim declara- 
tion that since war had come to 
the Western hemisphere his country 
could no longer be neutral. 


Aranha himself left no doubt that 


Brazil would support a break with 
the Axis, asserting his government 
would follow a policy of "absolute 
cohesion with America." 


Indications of further Axis-mach- 


inations came from Mexican For- 
eign Minister Ezequiel Padilla, who 
declared in an interview:. 


"We know -that Axis agents are 


working in their well known fash- 
ion, which is very skillful, to keep 
some American nations from break- 
ing off relations." 


Aware of "Underground" Work • 
Padilla failed to elaborate, but 


said other conference leaders were 
fully aware of underground Axis 
operations. 


What Argentina's eventful deci- 


sion might be when the showdown 
comes was a matter of general con- 
jecture. There were reports, how- 
ever, that the Argentine delegation 
desired to introduce a counter pro- 
posal to the original anti-Axis res- 
olutions sponsored by Mexico, Co- 
lombia and Venezuela. 


Its nature was not disclosed, but 


Argentina has been represented pre- 
viously as ready to support a com- 
promise calling for severe Testric- 
tions on activities of Axis diplomats 
in the Americas.

JUDGING HITS 
STRIDE AT STATE 
FARM DISPLAY 


Harrisburg, Jan. 20 (AP) — The 


judging of entries in the state Farm 
Show hit its stride today through 
the bustle and excitement of the 
second big day as owners exhibited 
farm products ranging from blue 
ribbon cattle to Bantam roosters 
and home-made crab apple jelly. 


Purebred bulls—held in control by 


long sticks attached to nose rings- 
ponderous stallions, and lowing milk 
cows dug up the turf of the huge 
arena throughout the day and hun- 
dreds of head of prize stock were 
paraded before the judges. 


Emphasis on Farm Output 


More than ever, the emphasis is 


on agricultural output this year, 
the show's 26th, and its_ evident 
through the sprawling 14-acfe plant. 


The five-day giant fair was for- 


mally opened by Governor James 
and Agriculture Secretary John H. 
Light last night although the events 
began yesterday morning. 


The Governor called for produc- 


tion of an abundance of food sup- 
plies, and said victory would follow 
the flag of the nation whose people 
can and will produce the most war 
materials in the shortest time. 


"If we all pitch in wholeheartedly, 


if we all give to our nation the de- 
voted and unselfish service which 
she requires in her hour of peril, 
there can be no question of the final 
outcome," the Governor said. 


Goal Is Maximum Production 
"We face a compelling and urgent 


need for getting rid of everything 
which savors of politics and uniting 
all Americans in a shoulder to shoul- 
der march toward the maximum pro- 
duction of all materials needed for 
war and victory. 


"That implies a willingness on all 


parts to give up from private use 
those things which our nation's 
armed forces need," he said. 


"Let's win the war first and count 


the cost afterward." 


Secretary Light hailed the show 


as "bigger and better than ever" 
largely because of the war impetus 
on efficient production methods. 


"That the public was ready to 


recognize it as probably the most 
outstanding in history of the event 
was evident on every hand," said 
Light. 
State police estimated that 3,500 


automobiles were parked 
around 


the show buildings on the opemng 
day, and estimates of the crowd

day for $28,500,767,495 in supple- 
mental appropriations and contract 
authorizations for the 1942 and 1943 
fiscal years for the War and Navy 
departments and two other defense 
activities.

Faced with the evidence that the 
conference was prepared to act re­ 
gardless of its attitude, the Argen­ 
tine group was reported to have 
asked for another 24 hours to make 
up its mind. 
G erm an, Italian Threat* 
The determ ination to seek a show­ 
down followed .swiftly the disclosure 
that G erm an and Italian diplomats 
had orally warned Brazilian Foreign 
M inister 
Oswaldo 
Arariba 
that 
should Brazil sever relations with 
the Axis their governments would 
regard It as “a most unfriendly act.” 
The th reat .apparently part of a 
widespread Axis at tempt to .sabotage 
the conference, was cloaked in dip­ 
lomatic phraseology.

950,000.

Washington, Jan. 20 (AP)—Don- 


ald M. Nelson, chairman of this new 
war production board, was expected 
to present an outline of his aggres- 
sive plans for remodeling the ad- 
ministration of the war production, 
effort late today, at the board's first 
meeting. 


The nine-member board is made 


up of the members of the supply
